The American Association of Mexico, with its 


directing office in New York city, numbers among 
its membership leaders in the oil producing aud 
refining industry.. It may not dictate its acts ont 
of motives-directly related to the exploitation of 
Mexican oil lands, but some of its performances 
bear nil the earmarks of having been so directed. 


For example, it protests against the visit of 


trade and business excursions of American busi- 
ness rnen to Mexico at this time, holding that such 
visits are premature. It recalls the vicious and 
discriinina,tory provisions of the Carranza consti- 
tution as applied,,to foreigners in Mexico. Pre- 
sumably the spokesmen for this association would 
have all American'business men abstain from any 
first-hand investigation of conditions in Mexico 
liutjl these provisions have been annulled and the 
oil concessions are guaranteed permanency.

nothing can change them. We need 
not be like weather-vanes, shifting 
with every breath of air, but we 
should have adaptable minds, ready 
to change if the reasons advanced 
justify a change of position. 


.Some authority has defined an in- 


sane delusion as "a belief in some- 
thing that would be incredible to 
people of the same class, education 
and race as the person who ex- 
presses it. the belief persisting in 
spite of proof to the contrary." 


Delusions differ in their nature. 


They may not be permanent. They 
may come and BO. Sometimes they 
are pleasant delusions, giving joy and 
bliss. .Sometimes they are sad and 
unhappy delusions, giving misery and 
despair. 


Delusions of persecution are- of 


the latter type. The victim imagines 
every, man's hand is against him. or 
that one particular person is hU 
enemy. 


Delusions ot grandeur are gratify- 


ing to the victim, but disgusing to 
every one else. 
The subject thinks 


he fs better than other folks, that lia 
is a king, or at least a prince. 


I'Mxed delusions must always be 


regarded with suspicion. 
They ara 


not necessarily a sign of hopeless in- 
sanity. They do indicate, a disorder 
of the intellect, but it may be a cur- 
able ^impairment of mental health. 


Delusions are found in functional 


brain disorder due to the absorption 
of a poison of some sort.

condition is called "toxic insanitv," 
"When the bodily trouble is relieve:! 
and the toxic substances are 
no 


longer elaborated, the brain returns 
to normal and the delusions disap- 
pear.

functional, brain disorder, 


known as melancholia, due to shock 
or grief perhaps, the delusions may 
be fleeting. 


On the other hand, delusions.may 


indicate an incurable or -other seri- 
ous brain disturbance. 


Invariably there is

conditions of the brain in which de- 
lusions are met. Overwork, over- 
worry, loss of sleep, failure of elim- 
ination, neglect of the rules of clean 
living—all these are possible caus'es.
